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Property Rights and the Law 


T the root-of--the-problem_of public 

access to Island beaches, contentious 
and unsettled after a century of British 
Columbia's growth, is the inheritance 
from. the past. Property rights do not 
rest in the air; they must be underwrit- 
ten by law. A loose federal policy with 
foreshore privileges, too-easy concurrence 
by municipal and other agencies in un- 
tjtléd filching from the publie domain, 
nd a general neglect of legal rights 
have contributed to the perplexing situa- 
tion-which-exists on the ground. In too 
many cases there seems to have been an 
assumption of rights which clearly do not 
exist 

One year ago the Colonist again drew 
attention to this condition, and suggested 
official action to tidv up the uncertain- 
ties of private and public rights on 
heach-front properties around the Saan- 
ich peninsula and elsewhere., It was 
suggested that the provincial government 
by its land registrations, and municipal 
councils through current development 
and planning, could do much _ to avoid 
further’ complication of the tangle, 
Insofar as we are aware, little or nothing 
of a co-ordinated nature has been done. 


“private” signs still stand on part of the 
public domain. Gazetted roads are railed 
off. There has been open disregard of 
the provincial statutes respecting road 
allowances to beachheads on a spaced- 
interval basis. In short, the public has 
no more access to the beaches now than 
it had 12 months ago 

How long is that drifting situation to 
be allowed to-continue?--With it goes the 
unflattering confusion of unclear titles, of 
benefit to no individual; the flouting of 
the law as it stands; frustration in public 
use of the beaches; and total failure_to 
achieve co-operation in plans for the 
future use of these breathing spaces. 

While o¢cupation may be nine-tenths 
of the law, it can never be all of it. The 
public domain belongs to the nation and 
not to any individual. Where road 
allowances, scenic shores.-or-heach play- 
grounds have been abstracted from public 
use and enjoyment without title or other 
warrant they should be restored, because 
the present condition is unwarranted and 
time will only add to the confusion. If 
the municipalities concerned will not act 
the provincial government should step in 
to clean up the mess. 


The War Against Drugs 


PINION is divided in Victoria and 

elsewhere in Canada as to whether 
or not the federal government's total ban 
on heroin will prove a really effective 
weapon in the campaign against drug 
peddling and addiction in this country. 
Under the new Opium and. Narcotic 
‘Drugs Act which Parliament has ap- 
proved in principle it will become illegal 
to import or use heroin, one of the worst 
habit formers among the narcotics, for 
any purpose whatever. Hospitals and 
doctors are not concerned about this, 
hecatise they say heroin-is very little 
used nowadays in medical treatment and 
there are suitable substitutes. 

Thus the ban can cause no harm so far 
as lecitimate use of drugs is concerned; 
and Federal Health Minister Martin be- 
lieves that ultimately it will do good. He 
bases this assumption on the hope that as 
more and more countries adopt the World 
Health Organization's recommendation 
that heroin be outlawed, the illicit trade 
will find its supplies cit off. That view 
fe not shared by less optimistic students 
of the drug problem, who believe that 
the chief effect of the ban on heroin will 
he to Increase smuggling. This is a case 
in which Canada will have to wait to 
see what transpires over a period of time, 
and ane can only hope that Mr. Martin's 
predictions prove correct. 


Difficult To 


EMBERSHIP in the Commonwealth 
NV presupposes some unity of interest 
and a co-operative spirit one with the 
other. There would he little purpose in 
stich association if it did not differentiate 
in some way between its member citizens 
and those of other lands. The Common- 
wealth is a family of nations sprung from 
the same source, and as such helonging 
to a common grouping. Its citizens are 
one with the other as British subjects, a 
circumstance which of itself puts them 
in a eategory of its own. 

The subject comes up because of a 
dehate this week in the House of Com- 
mons when Opposition members’ soucht 
to have the five-year period of waiting 
for Canadian citizenship reduced for 
Commonwealth immigrants who are Brit- 
ish subjects. Rather. peculiarly the 
government does not consider this desir- 
able, on the grounds that this would give 
them preferential treatment. One won- 
ders then why Section 26 of- the Canadian 


There is not likely to be much dis- 
agreement, however, about the probable 
effectiveness of one important provision 
in the new act. By doubling the maxi- 
mum penalty, formerly seven years’ 
imprisonment, for illicit trafficking in 
drugs, Parliament has warned those 
monsters who batten on the misery of 
the weak that they can expect ‘small 
mercy. The modern approach’ to the 
drug addiction problem is more humane 
than it used to be, emphasizing curative 
rather than punitive treatment for victims 
of the habit. For the peddlers, however, 
only punishment can serve any useful 
purpose. 

Some members of the Senate, includ- 
ing Mrs. Nancy Hodges of Victoria, 
recently advocated capital punishment 
for ringleaders in the drug traffic. That 
suggestion is not as extreme as it might 
appear, because compared with the 
murderer, the dealer in narcotics can be 
an infinitely worse enemy of society, 
condemning his numerous victims to a 
living death, While Parliament is not 
prepared to go to such lengths, the 
increase in prison terms is a move in the 
right direction, The prospect of 14 years 
in jail may influence some of those en- 
gaged in the revolting traffic to count 
the profits not worth the risk.

Citizenship Act declares: 
citizen is a British subject.” If such dis- 
tinction is meaningless and confers no 
privilege of any kind then it might be 
much hetter out of the act altogether 

To date it has at least meant that 
immirrants who are British subjects need 
not file a 19-month notice of intention 
hefore apnlving for Canadian citizenship 
papers The government now proposes 
to wipe out this requirement for other 
immicrants, which removes even. this 
slivht privilece presently enjoved by 
British subjects. Henceforth all immi- 
grants will he as peas in a pod as far as 
hecoming citizens is concerned. There 
are times when it seems almost that the 
federal government is averse to the Brit- 
ish connection that is the basis of the 
Commonwealth, and this appears to be 
one of them. It is not living up to the 
principles implicit in the kinship repre- 
sented by this association of similar 
nations.
